Over 5000 letters paid the old rates, 
through the senders' ignorance. Mr. John 
Henniker Heaton, M. P., the father of the 
imperial penny portage scheme, which 
was "passed July 12 of the present year, 
and -whrt introduced telegraph meney or- 
ders in England and the parcel post in 
Prance, had silver pennies struck and 
distributed among those who co-operat- 
ed with him in bringing about this postal 
reform. He sent one of these pennies to 
Queen 
Victoria, 
who,, accepted the 


Memento and replied, saying: "The com- 
pletion of this important change in the 
Delations of the various parts^of my em- 
pire is a. matter of sincere satisfaction 
to me." 


The OZRT'S disarmament scheme re- 


ceives almost daily a "hit below the beit," 
in the shape of announcements of the 
extension of the military and naval forces 
of the various powers in one form or other. 
After the news that the German fleld ar- 
tillery will be definitely armed with the 
new quick-firers by the beginning of the 
new year, comes the announcement that 
the French field artillery, before the 
spring, will be fully armed with the new 
7.5 centimetre quick-firers, rivalling the 
German arm. 


Serious attention is being given in 


Great Britain to these important 
changes, which one authority describes 
as being "the most portentous military 
advance in armament since the intro- 
'iltu-tion of magazine riflfs, or perhaps 
since the Germans used breech-loading 
needle guns in the Austrian war of 1866." 


Experts estimate that batteries of the 


new guns will be at least three times as 
powerful as the present batteries. Each 
new French Imtttry costs £12,000. The 
rearming tfius costs France £5,700,000 
in guns alone, while the improved gun 
will also necessitate the reorganization 
of the ammunition transport, which will 
bring the total expenditure up to nearly 
£10,<«W 000. British artillerists point out 
that against these new guns the British 
artillery would be swept off the field, 
and they urge that the British field gun 
be brought to the level of the foreign 
nrm. Great Britain must thus be lire- 
pared for an early expenditure of £2,500,- 
000, 


The French naval budget, published 


this week, involves the expenditure of 
104,078,400 francs, being an increase of 
17,121,454 francs. France will have ai 
warships building in 1899. * 


The government inquiry into the 


causes of the terrible mortality among 
railroad men which, during the past 10 
years reached 474ft persons killed, while 
30,271 were injured, shows tho accident" 
to have occurred chiefly among the 
switchmen.

From the White House conservatory 


came an exquisite wreath, from Pr€si- 
dent and Mrs. McKinley, of pale pink and 
purple o*,-hids, dark russet blown galax 
leaves of North Carolina and long wiaps 
of palm. The family flowers \\ ere banked 
an the casket, half burying it inaweaKK 
of orchids, dark meteor roses, calla lilies 
and ferns. Back of these were solid ti&rs 
of flowers, rising like richly colored ter- 
races to the upper dais. It \vas such an 
outpouring of flowers as is seldom seen 
even in the senate. 


The chamber itself bore eloquent tes- 


timony to the life-long service of the 
Vermont senator within its walls. The 
vacant chair and desk in $he front row 
and to the left of the presiding officer, 
so long used by Mr. Morrill, wei* heavi- 
ly draiped in black crepe. From the \\ al's 
of the chamber hung long garlands and 
festoons of galax leaves, and in all the 
rectsaes about the chamber stood tall 
palms, ferns and plants in a profusion 
not before undertaken in the senate.

THOUSANDS ARE DROWNED. 


Victoria, B. C.. Jan. 1.—The steamers 


Victoria and Yamaguchi Maru have ar- 
rived with news from the Orient to Dec. 
15. Another serious calamity, writes the 
Hankow correspondent of th'e North 
China Daily News, files of which were re- 
c-eivcd by the steamers, has befallen the 
unfortunate town of Henkovv. About 
1000, 
if not many more, of the inhabi- 


tants have met death by drowning. About 
noon on Dec. 3 half a street of houses ex- 
tending along the edge of the river Han 
suddenly broke away and tumbled into 
the water on the top of all the boats 
there. Houses and bcvats, with ail the 
people in them, disappeared in a mo- 
ment. About 100 buildings and the same 
number of boats were lost. 


CRKVT OF WRECKED SCHOONER. 


London, Jan. 1.—The British steamer 


Duchess ol' York, Captain Storm, which 
sailed fnn New Orleans on December

scope, while extremely simple in con- I 
struction and baaed upon obvious prin- 
ciples of optics, will possess a thousand 
i 


fold the power of the greatest lens in , 
the world, namely that of the Yerkes 
telescope. 
When he tells us that this j 


telescope of his will bring the moon 
to within three hundred feet of the 
earth he seems to open up to us a new 
world. What wonders will it not be 
possible to then 
discover upon our 


planetary neighbors—upon Mars, with 
its remarkable canals; Venus, Jupiter, 
with its many moons, and Saturn with 
its marvellous rings? 


Against the sybtem of lens enlarge- , 


ment Herr Mayer places a telescope in ' 
which a parabolic mirror of huge pro- | 
portions and a microscope with enor- J 
mous enlarging power are the most 
prominent features. 
He calls atten- 


tion to the fact that a mirror's power 
of reflecting is entirely independent of 
its size and that you can enlarge a 
mirror without imurring the fatal ob- j 
jection that it will absorb light. It is 
only necessary that the mirror should 
be properly constructed, in this case 
be exactly parabolic. As Herr Mayer 
says, it would be a simple matter with 
the advanced mechanical skill of to- 
day to construct a parabolic mirror of 
one hundred and ijfty feet diameter. 


Of course such a mirror coultf not be 


made of one pipcv, but would consist 
of a Dumber of celtHXtifical'/construct- 
Jg£* jT^iiTSifDT'propurly united. In fact 
jw<Jrr Mayer claims that even a far 
more colossal mirror than this could 
be constructed by his method. 
But 


taking one of fifty yards diameter, that 
would produce such a strong miniature 
picture of the object upon which the 
telescope is train* d and the light ef- 
fects would be so oerfeet (no light be- 
ing absorbed by tl-e apparatus) that it 
would be possible -to magnify this pic- 
ture millions of fines. 


Briefly summed up Herr 
Mayer's 


telescope consista of a huge parabolic 
mirror in whose focus 
he 
suspends 


a small convex parabolic mirror which 
throws the rays received by thp large 
mirror upon the lens of the micro- 
scope connected 
with the apparatus. 


Tfhis combination of 
the large and 


small mirror is shown in the drawing. 
The original feature which Herr May- 
er claims for the apparatus is of course 
the use of the enormous parabolic mir- 
ror and the small convex one, as well 
as "his ability to dispense entirely with 
the usual telescopic tube. 


In manufacturing his apparatus Hen- 


Mayer will first construct a parabolic, 
steel frame 
movable around a fixed 


point. The various segments of the 
mirror, concerning which he gives ex- 
act measurements, and also instruc- 
tions in regard to their exact composi- 
tion, will bear a surface of silvered 
glass, which he prefers to the metal 
mirrors so much used heretofore. 
In 


addition to enormous power he claims 
for his telescope 
simplicity of con- 


struction and great 
ability to resist 


climatic influences. 


Kill to Save Crops. 


Jack rabbits have become such 
a 


nuisance in California that the farm- 
ers have to engage in an annual war 
of extermination against them. 
Al- 


ready this year 30,000 have been killed, 
and the farmers expect to kill 60,000 
more before the spring work begins. 
The rabbits arc killed 
in "drives" — 


thai is, hundreds of the farmers from 
a circle surrounding a big tract of land 
with a mammoth pen at the renter and 
drive thf> rabbits toward thp pen. Tho 
circle gradually narrov/s till it is nnlv 
a few rods across and the rabbits run 
inio the <hutes. nr entrances to 
tho 


ppn. 
Sometimes as many as 
10.000 


will crowd into a pen as the result of a 
single drive. Once in the pen they 
cannot escape, and are slaughtered. 
The farmers, fruit-growers and 
vine- 


yartllsts flnd that destruction of the 
rabbits is necessary to preserve their 
crops from tbe ravages of tbe crou- 
tures.
